He signed also the “ Second Cove¬ 
nant,” at Perth, 1558, and was one of her chief dependants till 1571, 
when, with the Regent and the Earl of Argyle, he deserted the Queen's 
party and married his daughter to that Earl, while another daughter was 
married to Hugh, Earl of Eglinton. In 1578 he was one of the Com¬ 
missioners to treat with England, and in 1581, conspired with the Lords 
to remove the Duke of Lennox (a Catholic) from Court. They put the 
King under duress and compelled him to remove the Duke ; for which 
Lord Boyd, to save his life, fled to France. He returned in 1585, and 
was pardoned, and with the Earl of Bothwell, was sent, the same year, 
as Ambassador to England. Lord Boyd died in 1589, aged 72, and, was 
buried in the Church in Kilmarnock, with this inscription on his 
tombstone: 


“ Here lies yat godly, noble, wise Lord Boyd; 

" Who King and Kirk and Commons all ecord; 

" Which were, while they this Jewell all enjoyed, 

“ Maintained, governed and council’d by ye Lord ;

The pedigree of this branch of the Mac 
Donnells is given by O'Farrell in his Linea ArUimia , and by Duald Mac Firbis, in his genealogi¬ 
cal work, under the name of the Clann- onnell of Lein>ter. the posterity of Turlough Oge, 
They descended from that most powerful of all the clans or the Highlands of Scotland, the 
Loras of the Isles, and through Marcus, according to these writers, a younger son of Aengus 
Oge, the hero of Mr Walter Scott's Ixtra <\f the Irter, who had married a daughter off O’Kane. 

Marcus, the ancestor of the Leinster branch, was slain, according to the Annals of I’lster, 
In the year D’«iJ7. The death of his son Turlough is recorded in the same annals at the year 
1435. 1 his Turlough hind a son, Turlough Oge, in whose time the family appear to have settled 

in Lcinuter. The annals of Dudley Firoisse state that, in UfiK, ‘John, son to MacDonell, the 
best capt&ine of the English,' was slain in a skirmish in Ofaly; and the nnals of Kilronan 
record that 11 son of Turlough Oge MacDonneU was slain in Leix [in the Queen's County] in 
1:04. About this period the MacDonnells of Leinster formed three septs, of whom two were 
seated in the now Queen's County, and the third in the present barony of Tulbotstown, in the 
county of Wicklow, where their possessions, etre ched along the foot of the mountain rmnge 
upon the marches of the Pale, bore the name of ‘the ClandonneH’s Countrle,' as late at least iwi 
1541. See MSS. De)K)sltions, Kildare and Wicklow, In the Library of Trinity College, Dublin, F. 
2, 4 , and 6. As early as 1524 , * Alexander. AliusTerentii, Alii Meilmore MacDonnell de B&lliranan. 
Generic us,’ granted Ave townlamls in this district to i.erald. Earl of Kildare, with an annual 
rent of three marks for ever.—(Inquisition, Rolls Office). His son Tirlagh, or Turlough oge 
mac Alexander, appears as chieitain of one of ‘the three septs of (• aliowglasst* of the Clan- 
donnells,’ whose curious indenture of composition with the Lord Deputy Sidney, dated May 
7 th, l-u8 (which see under that year), is in rolled in the record branch ( f the office of Paymaster 
of Civil Services, Dublin. The two other chiefs at that time were Mulmurry mac Edmond, 
and Hugh Boy mac callogh [or calvagh], the former of Rahin, and the latter of lenekille, in 
Queen's County. 

“ It appe rs irom a memorial presented to the Earl of Essex in 15*J9, by the Irish Council, and 
p> lilted by Fvncs Moryson. that the then chief of the Wicklow sept was in arms with the 
O’Byrnes and O’Tooles In the mountains of the County of Dublin, and that the head of the 
Queens County branch was in rebellion with the O'Mores. 

On the 20th of December, their chiefs had each a grant of sixteen shillings, Irish, per 
diem for life.—(See Erek’s Report, chan.

He next took part in the Italian cam¬ 
paign of 1859, and was engaged in the battles of Montebello and Solferino, 
and in numerous outpost skirmishes. During a part of this period he 
was on tne Emperor’s staff, and was decorated by him with the Medaille 
d’ltalie, and by the King of Sardinia with the decoration of Military 
Valor. He was transferred to the 1st Carabiniers, and at the close of 
the war accompanied his regiment to Tours and Luneville. From that time 
he was on garrison duty up to 1867, when he was transferred to the Guard 
of the Empress Eugenie. When the Emperor went to the front, at the 
opening of the war with Prussia in 1870, leaving the Empress as Regent 
in Paris, Colonel Bonaparte became practically the commandant at the 
Tuileries, hurrying to France from this country, when news of the out¬ 
break of the struggle reached him. He remained in Paris throughout 
the seige which followed the fall of the Empire, and barely escaped with 
his life on the Communist uprising in the spring of 1871. In April of 
that year he returned to the United States, and has resided in this country 
most of the time since then.

He resided at his palace of 
Cean Cora, in a style of regal splendor and magnificence, unequally by 
any of the Irish Kings since the days of Cormac Mac Art, in the third 
century. He had by his wife, Gormflaith, daughter of Murrogh Mac 
Finn, sister of Maolmhorda, King of Leinster, and widow of Humphrey, 
a Danish commander:
